Sir: 


With respect to the subject matter of the Director’s letter of December 12, allow me to 
say, that it has never been the practice to forward special assays to that office except on the last 
working day of each month, at which time the entire reserved for special assay have been 
promptly forwarded, and the entry made on the daily statement of this office for that day. Upon 
examination of the Cashier’s statements for years it will be found that the “omission” referred to 
has been constant, and never before alluded to so far as the Cashier is advised. 


The Cashier is of the opinion that Dr. Lawver, the Director & Assayer, will recollect that 
the usual practice of forwarding special Assays at the end of each month was deemed the best 
arrangement, and it was understood that such forwarding should continue. It can make no 
difference with the Cashier when the specials may be forwarded, and unless advised by the 
Superintendent the Letter of the Director calling attention to the “omission” will by the Cashier 
be regarded as changing the practice which has hitherto prevailed. That is to say, the special 
assay coins will be forwarded daily, or as often as the Regulations require them to be reserved 
out of deliveries.
